Along with the order to desist from 
fighting and advancing at 11 a. m,, 
Nov. 11th, came an order to mark 
very definitely the line at that moment 
occupied by our troops and to prevent 
fraternization with the enemy.

a. m. men on both sides showed them- 
selves, plainly marking the line of the 
most advanced troops.

Indeed, 
it was “Groundhog day for staff offi- 
cers,” remarked a soldier. 

The prevention of fraternization was 
a little more difficult. Now that the 
fighting was over, both sides wanted 
to talk to each other; each side was 
curious about the other. Besides, the 
enemy had in his lines a large number 
of Russian, French, and Italian pris 
oners, whom he was very anxious to 
get rid of to us. He was having to 
feed them—very much to his dislike.

The right feeding of our babies ts 
likely to bring about an improvement 
in cookery that is not new, because 
the French have for several centuries

A letter was lately in print from a 
man who found his wife working too 
hard, he thought, to strain all the veg- 
etables prescribed for her small child. 

This man thought the business was 
unnecessarily laborious and applied to 
a@ reasonable source for help. But more 
important than the hardness of the 
work was the fact he mentioned that 
the wire sieves soon break in the 
bottom, because of the strain to which 
they are subjected, and so become un- 
safe, small bits of wire getting into 
the food: 

A young mother whom I know, and 
whose child is a marvel in a nutri- 
tional sense, buys a new strainer every 
three weeks, which is a wise precau- 
tion. It does not matter that the 
strainer is reinforced. That fine wire 
part will soon break with the hard 
preasure that is used in getting the 
soft part of a vegetable separated from 
the stringy coarse frame work of it. 
A rocking motion is best and if one 
has not a pestle of the right type one 
can do as the young mother in ques- 
tion does. She uses the bottom of a| 
good sized bottle and finds that the | 
work takes but a quarter of the time 
that it did with a spoon.
